Mr. Giddings (.Ohio J remarked it had been 
well said in a Whig paper that protection is 
growing more and more dim, and the whole 
world is now opposed to the protection policy, 
and it is vain for the Whigs to struggle against 
the onward progress. Th^discussion here had 
become stale and unprofitable. During three 
days, notwithstanding the eloquent speeches, 
the seats had been neatly empty showing how 
little interest is felt in the subject. There is 
but one kind of protection where the prohibi¬ 
tory principle has been carried out, and that is 
slave trading. The slave-growers of Maryland,* 
Virginia and Kentucky enjoy a perfect protec¬ 
tion, for by the law it is made death to import 
slaves from aboard, while slaves can be transpor¬ 
ted from Maryland and Virginia further South. 
The laborer and manufacturer of the Nation 
have no protection. They can,however,general¬ 
ly take care of themselves. HisNorthem Whig 
fr iends, while they say they want to protect 
Northern labor, countenance and maintain the 
sale of human flesh. But the people will pro¬ 
nounce them hypocrites. 

This morning he read in a Whig paper that a 
female, a mother, when she saw her four chil¬ 
dren sold to an unfeeling dealer in human flesh, 
murdered them rather than see them transferred 
to the pen of their purchaser, and for this the 
laws of the State consigned her to the gallows.

His friend from 
Pennsylvania, (Mr. Jones,) while speaking yes¬ 
terday, said : Pennsylvania had stood firm 
on the Compromise measures, but it was satis¬ 
factory to him (Giddings) to know that Penn¬ 
sylvania furnished the men and Democrats who 
at Christiana stood firm in defense of the princi¬ 
ples which every freeman holds dear to his 
heart.

field. Little more could be done than enrol 
such as without system were brought together 
by. general proclamation. Probably not on: in 
■ ten of voters in the free Stales ever even read 
our Platform. 

Notas in 1848,there was in general estimation no 
great and immediat ely pressing iss ue with slavery 
involved in the election,and to be decided by it. 
Had it been otherwise as it soon will be, the 
slavery parties would have been shivered. The 
vote now only represents those who are so in¬ 
telligent and honest as to act from general prin- 

The party had more to overcome than ever 
before. Till latterly the rectitude of our ob¬ 
jects has generally been admitted, and in 1S48 
the main question was only one of comparative 
fidelity to them. Bntfor two years the slave 
parties had combined their utmost energies to 
exterminate utterly the whole cause of freedom. 
Church and State had most fiercely engaged 
in the onset. Every source of influence which 
slavery could bribe, seduce or frighten, had 
been brought to bear ; whole battallvons of 
Swiss mercenaries had deserted, and a general 
route was anticipated. Not only were our 
measures to be broken down but our principles 
scouted from the land. In such circumstances, 
at a single blast of the bugle to rally into the 
field an army of 156,000 veterans, under .the 
fiercest fireof every battery slavery could com¬ 
mand, is certainly a demonstration of higher 
moral power and of sublimer prophecy than our 
vote of 1848. Mr. Hale’s vote is worth far 
more than Van Boron's. 

Now if with so feeble resources we could ad¬ 
vance from 7,000 in 184&,to 156,000 in 1852,what 
can we not do e ven in the next four years with all 
pur increased advantages ? Our triumph is demon¬ 
strated ! 


! Never had men a more glorious chance to re- 
l lieve suffering humanity, to save their country 
from its threatening danger, and advance the 
wotld’s freedom. Let the liberal mass of the 
party clear the deck of hunkers, take the helm, 
be generous to men of other attachments, strong 
and distinct against slavery so that the people 
cm see and trust;—and from that hour would 
date the downfall of slavery on this continent!

DUTY OF LAWYERS. 

Seethe excellent article from Hon. Horace 
Mann on the first p age . 

During the late canvass we alluded to a fact 
in Franklin Pierce’s professional practice to 
show that he did not control his conduct by 
moral principle, and was therefore unfit to be 
trusted with the Presidency. 

By his arts with a jury he defeated the con¬ 
viction of an incendiary who burnt a house at 
midnight, with the horse and all the oceupant’s 
other property, the large family barely escaping 
the flames. The proof of guilt was clear be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt by Pierce's own con¬ 
fession. 

The Oxford Democrat replied in a long arti¬ 
cle, that Pierce simply did his duty which he 
was sworn to discharge, and that Gen. Fessen¬ 
den, Seth May, Esq., and all other lawyers act¬ 
ed on the same principles. On account of the 
important principle involved we intended a re¬ 
ply when convenient; but Mr. Mann makes it 
quite unnecessary, except to deny that Gen. 
Fessenden and Mr. May do as Pierce did. It is 
not true. They do not by tricks seek to clear 
atrocious criminals whom they know to beguil- 
ty. Nor are thev sworn to do any such thing. 
It is quite possible that lawyers sometimes 
swear —and swear to do rather bad things; but 
that their civil oath compels them to clear the 
guilty if they can ; — to pervert justice if they 
can to defeat the object of the law if they 
c.an, and beeome accomplices in guilt for a fee;— 
such impious notions none but that editor can 
believe. Justice is as much the time aim of the 
Bar as of the Bench; and it is the duty of the 
lawyer to secure for his client, if possible, such 
protection as the law fairly gives him. If he 
is cleariy, certainly guilty, the law has iiojhing 
but penalty, and the attorney who seeks to es¬ 
cape it by artifice foreswears his oath and be¬ 
comes an accomplice in his client’s guilt. An 
honest man will rather tell him instantly to 
plead guilty to God and man and seek mercy. 

We very well know that corrupt custom has 
,almost placed legal practice beyond the bounds 
of enlightened conscience, hut that custom 
ought to be subjected to public scrutiny, ex 
posed and put down. But we refer to Mr. 
Mann’s lucid letter for sound principles on this 
important subject. 


Essay os the trial by Jury. —Lysander 
Spooner, Esq , has published another elaborate 
work under this title,characterized by his terse, 
perspicuous logic and indefatigable research. 
It is a pamphlet of 124 pages, setting out with 
this bold proposition, that it is not only the 
right and the duty of the Jury to judge both of 
law and fact, ‘‘but it is also their right and para¬ 
mount andprimary doty,to judge of the justice of the 
lau>,and to hold all persons guiltless m violating un¬ 
just and oppressive laws” 

This bold proposition is maintained' by a 
strength of historical and judicial argumentation 
rarely employed on such a question. 

We have long regarded this fundamental de¬ 
partment offree.governmect as greatly neglect¬ 
ed and miserably understood. None more 
needed thorough investigation, and this it has 
now in part received. Mr Spooner may have 
forced some conclusions a little too far and he 
may not. Every lawyer and judge^as well as 
every man ever likely to sit on jury, should 
read this work On the Palladium of Personal 
Liberty.

Not harmoneously and radically pro-slavery

Democrats to stand on ;—a ladder to climb on: 
a scarecrow to drive them together. 

Their 3peeious conservatism passing for anti¬ 
slavery With the easy and credulous, a vast 
amount of opposition to slavery is held back 
from effective application, the party being con¬ 
trolled by commerce and cotton. It is slavery’s 
lightning rod, and no wonder slave-holders, in 
stormy times, want it kept standing. 

As neither party can stand alone at the north 
in the service of slavery, if the whigs changed 
their position the democrats would be shattered 
like a lightning-smitten tree in one year. A 
way would then be opened through which the 
intelligence morality and numerical influence

power. But now they serve the important pur-' 
pose of shielding both slavery and the “ loco” 
party from all danger.

for he will have better crops ; his farm, in¬ 
stead of growing intrinsically of less value, 
will enhance in fertility with every year; and 
the State at large will be richer, for it will 
have a greater number of producers. 

4. The country will then he what God 
designed it and what he intended mau should 
make it—crowned with beauty, the abode of 
plenty, and replete with contentment and 

But to ensure the highest degree of pros¬ 
perity, other requisites than those specified, 
•mill 'ho nbtninnrl The imfillieenne which 


will be obtained. The intelligence which 
shall effect the revolution wo have indicated 
in agriculture, will demand a change in-the 
political economy of the Nation. 

It will demand of our riders an American 
Policy promotive of its own Interests: 

The farmer in that day will know that his 
cloths, cotton, iron, &e., can be manufactur¬ 
ed at home as well as abroad: 

That it is the height of folly to send the 
products of his Plow three or four thousand 
miles to exchange for the manufactures of 
the Loom and the Anvil, when the Plow, the 


the Loom and the Anvil, when the Plow, the 
Loom, and the Anvil, may all be profitably 
employed in the same vicinity: 

He will realize the tax which is imposed 
on his industry by the non-producing trans¬ 
porter, and the profit-making go-bet ween the 
grower and the consumer; 

He will appreciate the economy which 
consumes his products at home, and return 
to the land the wealth of the land: 

He will see the difference between buying 
cloth at three dollars per yard, when wheat 
is a dollar per bushel, and buying cloth nom¬ 
inally at two dollars per yard when wheat is 
only forty or fifty cents per bushel. 

He will despise any attempt to excite his 
passions against “lordly manufacturers bloat¬ 
ed with wealth because of protection,” for he 
will know that no bittiness can long remain 
a source of extraordinary profit in a country 
Where capital is plenty and competition free: 

He may realize foe difference between a 
steady, reliable Home Market, and uncertain, - 
fluctuating contingent market abroad. 

In the good time coming there will be none 
to sneer at the first Congress under the 
Constitution, whose first act was an act to 
protect manufactures: none to controvert 
the matured and patriotic belief in the nec¬ 
essity of Protection as expressed by all the 
Presidents down to, and including Andrew 
Jackson ; none to prefer foreign pauper Ia : 
bor, to free, manly, well-paid home labor; 
there will be, in this country, no “natural 
allies” of England in foe time to which we 
refer, the era of the advent of good sense and 
enlightened opinion; Loco 'Focoism will 
have passed away, to be remembered only as 
we remember a great plague or a desolating 
fire.— Ind. Fanner. 


Flax Cotton. 


The flax cotton business is strongly work¬ 
ing its way into favor. It will take a good 
deal of time, labor and capital, to introduce 
it fully, hilt it will finally be done. There is 
a strong company getting under Way to ope¬ 
rate in it here in the United States, and there 
are several companies now in operation in 
England. A writer, who has seen the pro¬ 
cess at the Stepney Model Factory, in Eng¬ 
land, states that the flax refuse tow may be 
converted into a fine, white substance, admi¬ 
rably adapted to paper makiug, and at a less 
price than he pays tor lhien rags, lie adds 
that the value of this preparation as an arti¬ 
cle for paper making may be estimated,when 
it is known that one manufacturer of linen in 
the north of Ireland throws aside ‘refuse tow’ 
of the yearly value of five thousand pounds 
sterling,all of which at present is useless. The 
same person says he examined specimens of 
flannel, fell and woolen cloth, manufactured 
of equal parts of British cotton and wool; also 
felt that was composed entirely of the form¬ 
er material (flax cotton) combined with silk. 
“Cottonized” flax may be worked up with 
great ease, on the existing- silk machinery, 
and when so wrought, is capable of receiv¬ 
ing the same colors in dyeing, adding to the 
strength of the fabric manufactured .—Maine 
Farmer. 


Saving Manure. 

The Michigan Farmer gives the practice of 
a scotch farmer, in foe saving and manage¬ 
ment of his manure, which we cannot but 
regard as eminently economical of its fertil- 
lizing qualities, and worthy of general adojp- 


.—, except in the depth of winter, wheu it 
may be delayed. To prevent dissipation by 
evaporation and^washing, he draws it away 
as fast as it is thrown from the stable, piles 
it up in some convenient place on the farm, 
first placing a layer of fresh manure, to a 
depth of eight or ten inches, then a layer of 
common soil about four inches thick, which 
presses down the course to about the same 
thickness, then another layer of manure, 
which in like manner is followed by another 
layer of earth and so on till the pile is com¬ 
pleted. In tliis way the volitile portions are 
preserved, and he asserts the manure is of 
louble value to what it would have been ly¬ 


ing in the yard.

For a few days past we have been en-. 
couraged in the'heliefthat we could raise 

peaches in Massachusetts—that we should 
not he always dependent upon New Jersey 

and Dele ware for this most delicious of fruits. 
But the result of the last whiter has terriuiy 
shaken our faith. I have never known such 
destruction among fruit trees of any kind.— 

I have been in each of the New England 
States, and find that foe remark is true of all. 

A large portion of the trees, probably one- 
third, were killed outright. Of the remaining 
portion, a moity came out unscathed, while 
much the larger part show signs of sickly 
life, here a bud and there a lmib; of fruit 
there will of course be but very little. Many 
Gardeners are discouraged, and say, ’tts nt 
no use trying to raise peaches in New Eng¬ 
land. Many years will elapse before we 
shall be permitted to witness stieh a crop of 
peaches as last autumn. 

But I took my pen to sumbit some queries 
which have arisen-in my own mind touching 
the culture ofithe peach. 

It has been asserted by writers of distinc¬ 
tion and generally believed, that the peach- 
bud would not endure a greater degree of 
cold than 12 degrees below zero. The cor- „ 
rectness of this is disproved by last winter’s 
experience. In this place, the mercury fre¬ 
quently sank below 12 degrees, and, three 
times, as low as 20 degrees. Yet, there are 
some peaches this season. I have seen three 
trees, standing together on the sunny-side of 
a dwelling-house which appear as healthy as 
ever, and are burdened with fruit; while 
nineteen-twentieths of the trees in town had 
not a blossom,and at least three-fifths were 
killed. In some places, trees standing on 
the north side of buildings were uninjured, 
while those on the south side were killed.-— 
In the hilly towns of Worcester county 1 , also I 
in York county, Maine, the trees have suffer¬ 
ed comparatively little ; while in the valleys 
of Connecticut and Merimack, most of the 
trees are dead. 1 notice, also, that in the 
same locality, the trees which have survived 
are those which have grown slowly, while 
those which have made rapid growth, have I 
verified the adage, -‘soonest matured soonest 
decay.” Another fact I notice ; the trees 
which survive are mostly natural fruit. In 
my garden were twelve trees of budded unit.- 
every one died. In the garden of a neighbor 
hear by, with similar soil, were about twen¬ 
ty trees of natural growth, all of which are 
alive and doing well. 

From these facts I draw the following in¬ 
ference : The surest way of raising the 
peach is the natural way—from the stone.— 
Like produces like in foe peach almost as 
surely as in corn. The natural-tree is hardy, 
even in cold New England, after bearing 
twenty years. The artificial is always deli¬ 
cate—seems an exotic—a hot-house plant, 
whose life is as a vapor. The growth of 
the tree should never be forced. If the soil 
is rich, growth should be retarded, by plac- 
iderneath foe tree gravel and sterile 


ai-th. 


The observance ofthesetwo simple rules, 
I believe will ensure us good peaches, and 
in abundance, even in Massachusetts. 


Cut Feed. 

During the approaching winter every plan 
must bo devised for economy in the use of 
fodder. We do not think it is any saviug to 


cut good hay, for foe animals teeth will do 
that work well without human aid, nor does 
such need to be rendered palatable by the 
addition of meal. But poor hay and straw, 
corn stalks, &c. may' he stowed away in the 
stomach by being cut up, and the admixture 
of meal with the mass. When a person has 
any thing of this sort which he wishes to 
make available to the support of bis stock, 
he will do well to procure a hay cutter and a 
box. and prepare the food every morning for 
the day’s use. It should be cut fine, put in a 
box, wet throughout and then meal mixed 
up with it. The bay and straw, however it 
may be wanting in nutritious qualities, will 
answer the purpose of distention, and the 
meal will support the body—Gospel Banner. 


Indian Pickle .—Divide cauliflowers into 
pieces, and add some slices of the inside of 
the stalk, put to them two white cabbages 
cut into thin slices, gherkins and large cu¬ 
cumbers cut in lumps, with inside slices of 
carrots, same onions, and French beans. 
Boil a strong brine, in which put the vegeta¬ 
bles for two minutes, drain them, and jfy 
them in an oven till they are shriveled up ; 
then put them into a jar, and prepare a pickle 
in the following manner:—To four quarts of 
vinegar add two ounces of flour mustard, a 
good table spoonful of salt, two ounces of 
ginger, two ounces of long pepper, four 
ounces of horse radish, and a few' shallots; 
boil the whole, and pour it oyer foe pickles 
while hot. When perfectly cold, tie them 
down, and if requisite, add more vinegar.— 
In two months they will be fit for use. 


Recipe to make Indelible Ink .—Two drains of 
Caustic dissolved in two table spoons full of 
water, one tea spoon full of Brandy, half a 
tea spoon full of brown sugar, wet the cloth 
large enough for writing with strong pearlash 
water and dry with a hot flat iron, then ap¬ 
ply foe writing aud dry with the same. 

JVater Colors for Rooms .—Take a qu amity 
of potatoes and boil them; then bruise 
and pour water upon them until a pret¬ 
ty thick mixture is obtained, which is to 
be passed through a‘ sieve. With boiling 
then make a thick mixture of whitening,aud 
put it to the potatoe mixture. To give color 
if white is uot wanted, add different colored 
ochres, lumpblack, &c. according to circum¬ 
stances. This paint dries quickly,is very du¬ 
rable, has a good appearance to the eye, and 
is morover very cheap. 

Corn Bread—A New Recipe .—Everybody 
Who has been at the Mansion House,Buffalo, 
has learned the luxury of the far-famed corn 
bread there provided. The clerk is often 
taxed to write directions for home manufac¬ 
ture, and I thus procured a recipe for domes¬ 
tic use which 1 copy for you ; so that those 
who wish, may try a piece of bread fr om foe 
Mansion. It is as follows: 

One quart of sour milk; two table spoon¬ 
fuls of saleratus; four oz. of butter; three 
table spoonfuls of flour; three eggs; aud corn 
meal sufficient to make a stiff butter. 


To Boil Fresh Pork .—Take a fat blp.de bone 
of country pork,commonly called the oyster, 
take out the bone and put veal stuffing in its 
place, wrap it in a clean cloth, and put it in¬ 
to a saueepan of boiling water with a little 
salt ; let it boil slowly for about an hour and 
half,or an hour and three quarters, according 
to the size; it should, however,be wellHone. 
Serve it up with parsley and butter poured 
over it plentifully. This is the most rich and 
at the same time a most delicate dish, equal 
to boiled fowl and pickled pork, which in¬ 
deed, it greatly resembles. 


Cold cream for sore Bps,is made bv mixing 
two ounces ot the oil of almonds, one ounce 
of sperrnceti, one drachm of white wax, and 
melting them together, adding rose water to 
perfume them. 4 


Cocoa-Nut Cakes .—Three eggs,'ten ounces 
of sugar, as much grated cocoa-nut as will 
forn 1 a stiff paste. VVhisk the eggs very iight 
and dry, add the sugar gradually, aud" when 
the sugar is in, stir in the cocoa-nut. Roll a 
table-spoonful of the mixture in your hands 
in the form of a pyramid, place it on pa¬ 
per on tins, and bake in a rather cool oven 
till just a little brown .-C-National Cook 
Book.

Lithography. 

There are two modes of lithograpny in 
general use. For the one a drawing is made 
on the lithographic stone, with a lithograph¬ 
ic crayon or''with lithographic ink, and when 
the design is drv a very weak solution of ml 
of vitriol or muriatic acid is floured upon the 
stoue which acts hy removing trie alkali 
from the chalk or ink used to draw the de- 
sio-n and thus leaves them in a permanent 
anci insoluble form. The acid also removes 
a very small portion of the surface of the 


„.. occupied by the lights of the drawing, 

and renders it more absorbent, in the other 
method the design is made on lithographic 
paper, which paper, on being moistened, 
laid on foe stone, and passed through the 
press, leaves its design on the stone, which 
is then acted on by 1 acid as before described. 
To print from stones so prepared, water is 
thrown on them, and the roller, charged with 
printing ink, passes over them, when the 
paper is applied, and a copy is obtained by 
the, action of the press. The same process 
must be had recourse to for each copy.— 
The nature of the stone is Such that it retains 
with great tenacity the resinous and oily 
substances' contained in the ink or crayon 
employed to form the design, and also ab¬ 
sorbs water freely; this, combined with the 
peculiar affinity between resinous aud oily 
substances, and their mutual power of repell¬ 
ing water, occasions the ink on the printing 
roller to adhere to the design, or resinous 
portion, and to leave untouched the lights or 
watered parts of the stone. The stones are 
prepared by polishing in the ordinary way; 
the style of work for which they are intended 
determining the degree of labor bestowed 
upon them. For crayon drawings the surface 
should have a fine grain, hut the finish of the 
stone must depend upon the desired softness 
of the intended drawing; for writing or 
drawing in ink, the surface must receive 
a higher polish, and must be finished off 
with pumice stone and water. The best 
lithographic stones are obtained from Soleu- 
hofen, near Munich, and from Pappeuheim, 
on the banks of the Danube. The white 
lias, which lies immediately under the blue, 
near Bath, also -yields good lithographic 
stones. 

Lithographic Paper. Prep.—Starch, 6 oz.; 
gum arabic, 2 oz.; alum, 1 oz.; make a strong 
solution of each separately, in hot water, mix 
and apply it while still warm to one side of 
the leaves of paper, with a clean paiuting- 
■ .brush. When dry, a second and a third 
coat may be given; lastly, press it, to make it 
smooth. 

2. Give the paper three coats of thin size, 
one coat of good white starch, andone coat 
of a solution of gamboge in water; the 
whole to be applied with a sponge, and each 
coat to be allowed to dry before the other is 
applied. The whole of the solutions should 
he fresh made. 

Lithographic paper is used to write on 
with lithographic ink. The writing may he 
transferred by simply moistening the black 
of tbe paper, and evenly pressing it on the 
stone, when a reversed copy is obtained, 
which may he used to print from, and will 
yield correct copies resembling the original 
writing or drawing. 

Lithographic Ink. Prep. 1.—Mastic in 
tears, 8 oz.; Shellac, 12 oz.; Venice turpen¬ 
tine, 1 oz.; melt together, add wax, 1 lb.; tal¬ 
low, 6 oz.; wheu dissolved, further add hard 
tallow soap, in shavings, 6 oz.; when the 
whole is combined,add lafnphlack,4 oz.; mix 
well, cool a little, aud then pour it into moulds 
or on a slab, and when cold cut it into square 
pieces. 

2. (M. Lasteyrie.) Dry tallow soap, mas¬ 
tic in tears, and common soda in fine pow¬ 
der, ofeacli 30 parts'; shellac, 150 parts; 
lampblack, 13 parts; mix as last. Both the 
above are used for writing on lithographic 
stones.- 


3. (Autographic,) a. "White wax, 8 oz.; 
and white soap, 2 to 3 oz.; melt, when well 
combined add lampblack, 1 oz.; mix well, 
and heat it strongly ; then add shellac, 2 oz.; 
again heat it strongly, stir well together,cool 
a little, and pour it out as before. With this 
ink lines may be drawn of the finest to the 
fullest class, without danger of its spreading, 
and the copy may be kept for years before 
being transformed. 

b. White soap and .white Wax, ofeach 10 
oz.; mutton suet, 3 oz.; shellac and mastic, of 
each 5 oz.; lampblack, 3 1-2 oz.; mix as 
above. Both the above are used for writing 
on lithographic paper. When the last one

A New Method of Rooting, 
patent lias been recently granted, 
England, to Mr. Covvper, for improvements 


coverings for buildings, by means of tiles, 
or plates of sheet-iron rendered applicable 
for that purpose by coating it with an enamel 
or composition capable of enduring aud pro¬ 
tecting the metal from the weather. Tiles, 
according to this manufacture, may be of 
any suitable form, with a view to render 
them more or less ornamental, combined 
with utility. The body of foe tile, which is 
of thin sheet iron, is cut or stamped of the 
proper shape. It also has a raised head 
formed round the edge, to prevent the water 
from running off the tile, with the exception 
of tbe lower end, where it drops on the next 
Two holes are also punched for fixing the 
tiles to the wood-work. The upper or nar¬ 
row end of the tile is bent-at right angles, 
which is introduced in an-opening between 
supporting laths or strips of wool. The 
hook, or right-angled portion, sustains the 
tile, while two nails, introduced at foe holes, 
steady and keep it in its place. In lieu of 
the nails, beforeYeferred to, to fix the tiles, 
the patentee sometimes rivets a hook so as 
to project on the under side of the til e ; the 
stem of the hook is riveted through a hole in 
the metal plate before it is enameled, which, 
when so coated, is impervious to water,, and 
obviates the necessity of an Indian rubber 
washer undoF the head of the nail, which is 
required when fastened by nails through the 
holes: The coating of these tiles is applied 
in two separate compounds, the one as the 
body, and the other as a glue for the surface 
of the composition. The coating for the 
body consists of sand or silica ; the glue, or 
second coating, is applied in the shape of 
fine powder, which us dusted on the wet 
coating until the eiitifPBnrface is covered. 
The powder adhering to foe moist coating 
causes it to set in some measure, when the 
tile is deposited in a drying-room, previous 
to baking or firing. The tiles may be ren¬ 
dered ornamental by the application of col¬ 
oring matters, according' to any design or 
pattern, which are burnt in, and (hereby 
rendered indellible, as wejl understood in 
porcelain manufactures .—London Morning 
Journal. :_ - 


Durability of Timber. 

The piles driven at the Woolwich Dock 
yards, thirty-seven years since, and prepared 
by foe process of Mr. Kyan, are perfectly 
sound, while similar piles not so treated, 
have required renewal twice during that 
time. The Kyanizing of timber is penorm- 
ed hy immersing it for a time m a weak so¬ 
lution of corrosive sublimate. Could not tne 
same advantages be availed of when setting 
posts for fences ? Suppose the posts be en¬ 
tered in the ground butt-end up, and a small 
augur-hole of half an i uch in depth id the 
upper end, in which might be- placed a small 
quantity of corrosive sublimate, and then the 
hole plugged. Should any moisture be resi¬ 
dent in the stick, (and no decay can occur 
without it,) would not the corrosive subli¬ 
mate be slowly dissolved .and carried through 
every pore of foe wood, and if so, would it 
not add materially to the durability of the 
wood ? We should like to see this tried, 


Lubricating Compounds. 


In the preparation ’of wool for spinning, 
the raw material is treated, either before „ r 
af'tei 1 scouring, with a large quantity of 
oleaginous matter, in order to facilitate the 

after process of manufacture, from teaziug to 
spinning. This treatment adds considerably 
to the cost of manufacture, and it unfortu¬ 
nately happens that the goarsest and least 
valuable materials require the most oil, the 
greatest burden being thus imposed on the 
poorest branch of the manufacture. The 
present invention, of which Mr. John Den¬ 
nison, of the extensive wool-manufacturing 
firm of John Dennison & Son of Halifix, is 
joint patentee, refers to the substitution of a 
cheap and more effective compound for the 
ordinary oleaginous mixtures, applicable as 
well for this especial purpose as for the lu¬ 
brication of other materials and surfaces,— 
The base, of the new substance is sea-weed, 
kelp, or harrilla, which is first boiled to a 
jelly. This jelly j a drawn clear off, and 
whilst still warm, ithas added to it a quantity 
of oil of any kind—the proportions being 
variably, according to the particular purpose 
iu view-—and the matters are then well mixed 
together. This compound is stated to cost, 
on an average, only one half the price of oil, 
whilst it is better fitted for working the wool 
than the best oil alone. 

Wool, rag-wool, or flocks, thus treated are 
easier scribbled or spun than at present,- and 
the glutinous nature of the jelly acts as 
“sizing,” so that the usual sizing process- 
is no longer necessary; and the fibres are 
greatly strengthened. The introduction of 
the process into the large woollen*establish¬ 
ments of Yorkshire and the West of England, 
may be expected to lead to marked improve¬ 
ment in the trade. 

The Messrs. J. p., and G. F. Wilson, of 
the well-known Btsknout Caudle Works’,have 
also just patented the application of oleic acid 
for foe treatment of wool. They obtain the 
oleic acid from any distilled fatty acids, but 
more particularly from palm oil. It is ob¬ 
tained iu a liquid state by subjection to a 
cold treatment, when five solid matter is sep¬ 
arated by pressure, the fluid withdrawn be¬ 
ing set to stand for the separation of what¬ 
ever solid matter- may be in suspension there¬ 
in. aud the acid is separated hy washiug iu 
hot water. 


Ox Bow Fastener. 


John A. True, and Jonathan W. Morrill, 
the former of Newburyport, and the latter 
of Hampton Falls, Mass., have itiveuted a 
usefulimprov&ment in a “Bow Yoke Fasten¬ 
er,” for which they have taken measures to 
secure a patent. The invention relates to a 
new mode of securing the bows in ox yokes, 
and at the same "time making them capable 
of adjustment, so as to suit all sized oxen. 
A spring catch is inserted into one side of 
the how hole, and permenently secured in 
the same. In combination with tbe ox bow, 
which has several notches cut iu one of its 
sides near one of its ends, into which notch¬ 
es the spring catch projects and holds the 
bow firmly in its place—the several notches 
allow the bow to be adjusted to suit all sized 
oxen.— Sci. Amcr. 


Fruit Preservers. 

John Polkey, of New York city, has made 


improvements in Fruit Preservers and 
Refrigerators. ' He makes his Fruit Preserv¬ 
er about 20 feet square and 20 high, of wood, 
with all the lids closed, except the top. In¬ 
side this lie puts a pyramidical shaped parti¬ 
tion whose apex would he two feet above the 
top of foe Preserver, if it were continued 
above the top. Within this pyramidical 
shaped room the fruits to be preserved nre 
, placed. The entiauSb is in the apex. The 
space Iffetween the sides of the square wall, 
and the pyramidical sides is filled with ice. 
It is a well known fact that fruiis kept iu a 
temperature a little above the freezing point 
will 1.11.' preserved from decay for a long lime. 
This shaped room is found by actual experi¬ 
ment, to be the best-adapted to keeping the 
preserving apartment as cold as possible. 


Ornamenting Metals. 

Mr. .Sturgen, the eminent metal tnanufac- 
terer of Birmingham, has introduced a novel 
aud most ingenious plan of ornamenting the 
metallic surfaces, in the production of which 
he has for many years been so distinguished. 
He takes a pattern sheet of paper, wire, or 
lace, and interposing it between two plates of 
metal, he at once transfers the device to the 
two plates. , 

Similarly, he ornaments a single plate by 
laying the matrix offoe design upon it, and 
transferring the figure by mere pressure, from 
a flat surface. Any metal may be thus treat¬ 
ed, and while the process is of the simplest 
possible nature, it yet opens up an almost 
interminable variety of ornamental figuring. 


New Paddle Wheel. 


The Boston Journal says that Dr. Pratt of 
that city, professes to have invented paddle 
wheels that have no backwater— a great ac¬ 
quisition of propelling power. The contriv¬ 
ance is simple enough ; the introduction of 
two eccentric wheels in the paddles,counect- 
ing rods placed horizontally in grooves,plac¬ 
ed at the arms, aud a friction roller at each 
end. In making the revolutions, the floats 
are in turn raised out of the water perpendi¬ 
cularly, under the shaft, and let down again 
when required for propulsion. In this way, 
back water is done away with, and no diffi¬ 
culty can arise from trie clogging of the 
wheels by ice or drift wood. 


Quartz Crasher. 

Peter O’Dowd, of New York, lias invented 
a new Quartz Crusher. He proposes to 
make two huge iron saucers, about 20 or 25 
feet, across, and bolt them together to form a 
wheel—just as charcoal grinders are made 
iu some sections of the country. He propos¬ 
es to fill this about one quarter full of quartz 
rock. Six large balls, weighing a ton each, 
are put in this wheel; on the sides of the 
saucers are ribs which run from the outside 
to the centre—these ribs lift the ball and roll 
it to the centre, when it drops down on the 
quartz rock, and is followed hy another ball. 
The rock is continually stirred by the rolling 
■of the wheel. 


Improved Wagon Brake. 

Henry Dickson, of Blooming Valley, Pa., 
has taken measures to secure a patent for a 
very simple and excellent brake for wagons 
and carriages, it simply consists in connect¬ 
ing double cranks to theinnerend of the pole 
or shaft of a carriage or wagon,and connect¬ 
ing the cranks to a friction brake for the face 
of each wheel, in such a manner that the 
least backing up of draught animals brings 
the brakes up against the face of each wheel 
and so presses them that they cease 10 re¬ 
volve, and merely slide. It is a useful im¬ 
provement for hilly countries, and canuot 
foil to commend itself to all whom it may 
concern.— Sci. Atner. 


To Bronze Brass, Etc. 

To 6 lbs. of muriatie acid add 2 lbs. of ox¬ 
ide of iron, and 1 lb. of yellow arsenic; mix 


all well together,and let it stand for two days 
frequently shaking it in the mean time, when 
it is fit for use ; whatever may 1)0 article 
which requires bronzing, let ir be perfectly 
cleaned and free from grease, immerse into 
the above solution and let it stand for three 
hoars, or rather till it will turn entirely black : 
then wash the spirits off aud dry it in saw¬ 
dust, which has been fouud the best; after 
the article is perfectly dry, apply to it some 
wet black, the same 'as used for stoves, and 
then shine it up with some dry black-lead aud 


NOTIONS FROM BOSTON.

In compliance with the wishes of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts State Temperance Committee, I 
entered the arena of conflict for a short time 
during the campaign, and stopped making 
extracts from the mouths of my patients, anti 
tested the patience of others with extracts of 
my own month. We had an open field and 
a fair fight; and our victory is most significant 
and triumphant. The smoke of the battle¬ 
ground has not yet cleared away, so that it 
is impossible to count the number of the slain - 
and wounded, hut 1 judge from the writhing 
.and groaning of the Anti-Law men who have 
escaped with their skin in their teeth, that 
New England Rum will not have a corporal’s 
guard to defend it in the next Legislature. 

Some of your readers may say that your 
correspondent is the last man, who ought to 
crow oyer the results of the late election, 
since the ticket on which his name was en¬ 
rolled as a candidate for representative 
from the ci ty of Boston, was defeated. The 
only reply I shall make to such criticism, is 
this. It is more glorious to be defeated in a 
rignteous cause, than it'is to triumph in a 
wicked one.' 

It is enough to scorch with shame, foe face 
of eveiy true temperance man in the Pilgrim 
city, to reflect that a majority of the members 
of both branches of the Legislature from this 
city are .opposed to our Anti-Liquor Law. 
But the country has redeemed the State from 
the odium the city would.cast upon it. Whigs, 
Democrats and Free Sailers, who deemed 
Temperance paramount to politics, have co¬ 
alesced and foe'nohle triuity have wielded a 
truncheon, which keeps Old Massachusetts 
safely in her eagle nest. 

• The Rev. Mr. Lovejov, that renegade re¬ 
former, who assailed the Jaw prior to its. pas¬ 
sage,has been stumping the State to foe tune 
of thirty dollars per lecture. He has been 
employed by the makers aud venders of rum, 
arid he has been paid by foe blood-stained 
money, red and reeking, from the trembling 
hands of the tipplers and topers who throng 
the grog shops and the gates of death.

Ouc pronounces a woe upon the man who 
putteth the bottle to his neighbor’s lips—the 
other virtually puts that bottle to the lips of 
his neighbor and maketh him drunken, and 
justifies himself in doing so. No wonder his 
church is thinly attended. No wonder hisform- 
er friends with whom he labored in the tem¬ 
perance reform, shrink from him with shame 
without giving him credit fin- sincerity. Mr. 
Lovejoy is wofully and wickedly ignorant on 
the subject of temperance. Stereotyped ob¬ 
jections used by him against the Maine Law, 
are so old they pussed through eveiy process 
of fermentation long ago in the labratory of 
argument, and wise men pronounced them 
gas. This gentleman who is as anxious to 
become'uotorious as the ambitious man was 
to associate with his superiors and who stole 
a horse in order to secure an introduction to 
the Judge, has condensed this gas into a 
sermon, which lie sells to the traffickers in 
rum for thirty pieces of silver. That sermon 
is a shallow thing, abounding with specimens 
of bad philosophy, bad morality, bad logic, 
and bad grammer. It is no credit to the 
liquor dealers, for they might have found a 
more formidable champion. It is no honor 
to the pulpit, for it has excluded its author 
from almost every pulpit in New England; 
It is no credit to othodoxy for its brimfull 
and running over witli hetrodoxy, enough 
to make hell jubilant. It is no credit to Mas¬ 
sachusetts for she spurns all bribes and de¬ 
clares that reform shall not retrograde here. 
Temperance men of all parties with more 
sorrow than auger, condemn the course per- 
sued by this man who has betrayed our 
cause aud crowned it with thorns, and uailed 
it. to the cross in every part of the Common¬ 
wealth he has visited. Oh the other hand, 
those who love the drunkards’ drink, and 
those who love the drunkards’ money and 
those who lose the drunkards’ votes, praise 
him.and pay him for his labors. 

Cheek by jowl with him is Matthew Hale 
Smith, the one-horse power editor of the 
Bosion Daily Chronicle; a'man who has been 
the rounds of the church, a soldier of fortune, 
a leech on any purse that is presented to him 
a mau who can be purchased for a small sum 
and yet be dear at any price.

It is a matter of astonishment that foe 
rummies employ sufeh a Literary Liliputian 
to defend their cause. It is well known here 
that he never succeeds iu any undertaking.
